AA” appreciation of the possibilities of 
the contours of the ground is the first 
successful garden- 
lanning. Then the garden must be 
veloped in due harmony with the house,

Japanese Garden of the Chijakuin”’? 
There are fine examples, too, from Sweden 
and from Italy, and Ireland is repre- 
sented by ‘‘ The Natural Rock Gatden”’ of 
Muckross House, Killarney. Mr. Cane 
discusses gardens and gardening in general 
with advice as the need arises. Climate, 
soil, and local conditions largely govern 
the nature of planting, but Mr. Cane has 
a good deal to say of the nature of plants, 
trees and shrubs that will help im their 
sélection. For a garden lover thore could 
hardly be a more acceptable pr: ent than 
this book. 

In Sir James Cotter’s little work all 
that is necessary to know of “Rock 
Gardening’’ is lucidly detailed. Rock 
plants are too often regarded by the 
amateur as ‘‘hardy,’’ planted haphazard, 
and left to their own devices. Here we 
are shown the idiosyncracies of all; for 
instance, which by depth of root must 
have corresponding soil, which require a 
damp at the root that is fatal at the 
collay—details these of the hardiest. There 
are chapters on construction very clear 
and to the point, and the group arrange- 
ment of ‘plants is just what the small

ó ls year’s large output in Gaelic 
books receives an interesting addition 
in “An Litrtocht” (Literature), by the 
Rev. George MacClune. This “examination 
into the principles, forms and criticism of 
literature” has chapters on emotion, 
sense, style, poetry, the novel, the drama, 
the short story, and Nature and art; and, 
as might be guessed, it suffers somewhat 
from an excessive formalism. Literature 
cannot be discussed persuasively if it be 
analysed like a chemical, and its phases 
tabulated like the periodic system of the 
elements. The style of the work also is 
disappointing ; for the native form of the 
Gaelic sentence, with its conversational 
rhythm, is discarded for a stiff and 
intricate arrangement of clauses, Father 
MacClune was far more successful in an 
earlier book, which contained disconnected 
essays, mainly on literary topics. There 
the superior freedom of his theme yielded 
an easier movement of style. The present 
book, however, is an ambitious under- 
taking, and its range of vocabulary for 
modern uses renders it well worthy of 
study. 

The autobiography of ‘“‘The Little 
Flower,’’ written thirty years ago, already 
has circulated in millions of copies, in 
many languages. Some hold that it is 
likely yet to rank with ‘‘ The Imitation of 
Christ ’’ in‘repute and in popularity with 
all denominations of Christian people. A 
well-illustrated and finely-produced edition 
in Irish now appears, and we approached 
the Irish text with some misgiving; for 
it would be deplorgble to mishandle so 
valuable a text. We found, however, that 
the translator had done his work with 
consummate skill. He has overcome the 
sharpest difficulties of the original, draw- 
ing often on classical Gaelic for 
vocabulary; yet his rendering runs as 
smoothly and idiomatically as a book by 
O'Leary, but without O’Leary'’s mannerism. 
The fundamental Celtic kinship of French 
and Gaelic, which makes the adept in one 
speak or write the other without strange- 
ness, once again is demonstrated by this 
admirable piece of prose. 

“ Proverbs of Munster,’ by “An 
Seabhac,’’ contains no fewer than 2,152 
proverbial sayings, with notes and con- 
ments on obscure examples. It is the 
best-produced [righ proverb book that has

A FORGOTTEN MASTERPIECE 
" REVIVED. 


HOEVER reads that fantastic, 
picaresque story, “The Spiritual 
Quixote,’ in the splendid two-volume 
editian published by Mr. Peter Davies— 
an edition of which only 700 copies are 
offered for sale—will be surprised that so 
remarkable a work has been so long out 


be perplexed if the present edition, copied 
exactly m the first, even to the long 
s's, does not produce the demand for a 
popular issue, within reach of modest, 


purses. 

What, then, is this. truly notable, for- 
otten work ?—~and who was its author? 

he Encyclopedia Britannica has nothing 
to tell us of the Reverend Richard Graves 
(1715-1805), Rector of Claverton, tlie 
author of this and other romances and 
translator’ of Marcus Aurelius. We turn 
to Saintsbury, end that pontifigal critic 
is strangely silent regarding agpiece of 
superb eighteenth century pro ich i 
imagery of social life in the ) 
land. We cudgel our brains, ; 
at last some allusions to 
“Highways and Byways in Oxford and 
the Cotswolds,’’ the volume which loaded 
the Severn country with literary associa- 
tions when we went motoring to the 
Malverns and through the orchards of 
Evesham, and sup in little towns of 
strange architecture, high lifted on bleak 
hills, This-in-the-Wold or That-in-the 
Marsh.

Our “ Highways and Byways’’ volume 
told of the London lawyer Graves who 
bought Mickleton in 1656, a place still 
held by his seed. It told us of his 
scholarly great grandson Richard, and 

uoted copiously from “ The Spiritual 
Quixote” in telfing how mad Sir William 
Keyte burnt down his house and himself 
in it on the fair slopes near Aston Sub- 
edge; how Jerry Tugwell won a hat at 
cudgel-playing, and how the evangelists 
were entertained at the inn at Park 
Corner. When, therefore, we turn the 
pages of '“ The Spiritual Quixote: or, tue 
Summer’s Ramble of Mr. Geoffrey Wild- 
goose: a Comic Romance,’’ we recognise 
that this is the book that no traveller in 
Western England can miss and be happy. 
It is the comic epic of the West Country. 
As Mr. Whibley says in his fascinating

introduction to the present edition, it “is 
a story of the open road, The brisk wind 
of the Cotswolds blows through its pages.”’ 

Graves was a gentle and kindly soul, 
but a satirist. He did not like the 
itinerant Methodists of his time, and he 
caricatured Wesley and Whitfield—intro- 
ducing them by name, undisg@uised. Whit- 
field, indeed, he represents unfairly as a 
rudimentary Stiggins, and he quotes from 
Whitfield’s journal to support his reading 
of the character. It would be well, after 
reading Graves on the early Methodists, 
to read Miss Kaye-Smith’s novel, ‘‘ The 
Tramping Methodist ’’—or, better still, 
Wesley’s own writings—by way of correc- 
tive to the satire. The book probably owes 
its obscurity partly to the reaction against 
eighteenth century asperities. To-day, 
however, it can be read coolly as, literally, 
“a comic romance.’’ It will be found by

Proceeding, Mr. McNamara said that the 
¢ourses should be very largely cultural “and 
shotld aim at giving the students an ‘out- 
look which would reconcile material. benefit 
with the notion of the dignity of work well 
done. For the working of the day apprentice 
schools the co-operation of the trades con- 
cerned and the employers would be necessary. 
That was a matter of such importance that 
it should be the subject .of special evidence 
from those parties. The provision of optional 
would depend 
on the demand for them in each locality. 

Technical. schools should be established in 
all towns with a population of 2,000 or over, 
and arrangements should be made for the 
conveyancé.of pupils for a radius of five milés 
outside. The staffing should be arranged to 
avoid travelling on the part of teachers as far 
as possible.“ The Minister should be em: 
powered to, fix the area in which compulsory 
attendance at the Technical School would 
apply. 

Un the question of control, he urgéd that 
the Technical Instruction branch of the De- 
partment of Education, aided by local com- 
mittees, should control the schemes. The 
salaries of «he teachers should ‘be paid. out 
of a pooled fund in the control of the Depart- 
ment. The local committee should be much 
smaller than at present, and should consist of 
members nominated by the Department of 
Education and by the local authority, not 
exceeding twelve in all, There should be 
regular fixed scales of salaries, with automatic 
increments, subject only to efficiency and 
good conduct. . 

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

At present each committee fixed salaries 
as it liked, with the result that the remhnera- 
tion of teachers, doing the same work, varied 
considerably in different counties. In some 
cases highly-qnalified teachers had remained 
at the initial salary for upwards of fifteen 
years. Transfer of service should carry the 
benefits of previous services for salary incre- 
ment purposes, . and , locomotion expenses 
should be allowed. | , 

The present system of finaficing technical 
schemes should be revised. Hitherto schemes 
were financed from (a) endowments, (b) rates, 
{c) attendance grants, (d) fees and sundries, 
and the. rates were the 


grants were paid on a scale fixed about 1906, 
while the fees and sundries were negligible 
as sources of income . No provision was made 
for capital expenditure: on buildings, : which 
had to be provided out, of, Joans, repayable 
out of erdinary. income :intended for current 
expenditure. It was. obvious that the mere 
maintenance of a given. scheme now would 
cost very. much more. than in 1906, but the 
funds available remained at the same figure. 
The result was that.development was impos- 
sible. 

In the opinion of-their organisation there 
should be a compulsory minimum local rate 
instead of a maximum of a_penny as at pre- 
sent. The endowment grant, or its present | 
equivalent, should be increased so as to 
recoup schemes for building loans to be repaid 
out of revenue, and to provide along with the 
rates a stable fund, which would ensure the 
continuity of the schemes apart from the 
fluctuating attendance grants. : 

PANICKY CONDITIONS. 

At present schemes were being carried on 
under panicky conditions, as a fall in the 
attendance for any reason in one year might 
result in the bankruptcy of the schemes dur- 
ing the succeeding year, with cutting of work 
and reductions of staff. There should be set | 
up a more simplified system of attendance 
grants, based on the value of the work done. | 

The Department should establish an <Ad- ' 
visory Council, representing the central au- | 
thority, the loeal bodies, and the teachers, to | 
act in a consultative capacity. In the re- | 
cruiting of new teachers it’ should be the aim | 
of the Department to appoint’ only those in | 
possession of a university degree, or an} 
equivalent qualification.

WHY HE LEFT THE SINN 


‘PRIN PARTY. 


THE COMING ELECTION. 


Mr. de Valera, President, addressing 
the delegates to the Fianna Fail Ard 
Pheis yesterday in the Rotunda, Dublin, 
referred to the necessity of loyalty to the 
organisation, and loyalty to one another, 
‘He said that the enemy was now very much ' 
an enemy in thew midst. They had been in 
a much stronger position to fight the foráige.. 
enemy before than they were now. Formeérly 
the enemy was known to them all, but at 
present the difficulty was that a shield was 
put between them and the enemy, who was 
operating behind that shield, and whose 
activities were hidden from ordinary people. 
Their enemies Were their own .peoplé, and 
had heen.jn theif, fort, and they. were, there- 
fore, far eee ‘powerful against them than 
théir “outside enemies, who did not know 
oy weakness and were never inside their 
ort. : 

PARTING WITH SINN FEIN. 

He hoped that.there was. nobody there who 
would think that he severed himself from. 
Sinn Fein lightly. The only reason he did 
it was because he realised that, if the pro- 
qresing, as they had it jn, Sinn Fein, was. 
jot. modified te.meet the circumstances of the 
thoment, then the object for which Sirm Fein | 
existed was not going to be achieved. (Hear, 
hear.) He felt that the arhievement of their 
ohject was the principal. thing. 

He was sure that he never would regret the 
His position was that’ they were 
comrades of an army who feared that the 
operation which he and those, witli num’ were 
performing was too dangerous to risk; that 


| Sinn Fein thought that it would be too risky 


to march across the open, as Fianna Fail was 
prepared to march. 

He would like if co-operation on that basis 
could be arranged, and he would. like to re- 
gard Sinn Fein as a redoubt on the left wing 
of the Republican forces. (Applause.) “He 
would ask the members of Sinn Fein for 
nothing more than not to fire.on them when 
advancing in the open. He hoped that when 
they took the strongest way they were going 
to take it would be a universal advance along 
the whole frent. -{Applause.) Those who 
were inclined to make much of this division 
in their ranks: would he disappointed. 

GOOD FRIENDS. 

He was sure that if‘success came by the 
course Fianna Fail was pursuing; these men 
and women with whom they marched a few 
months ago would applaud them for the work 
they had done. (Applause.) He hoped that 
they would all look upon the matter as he 
did, and not suddenly discover faults in 
friends that they were not able to perceive 
ten or fifteen months ago. 

To those who were standing on the fence 
he would say that their attitude was not right 
or courageous. It was up to them to take 
their decision, as it was tpy to Fianna Fail. 
(Applause. ) 

Referring to the suggested co-operation at 
the forthcoming elections, Mr. de Valera said 
that he was sorry that the Ard Fheis of Sinn 
Fein had decided that there could be no co- 
operation.. But he believed that the rank and 
fie of Sinn Fein wanted co-operation—(ap- 
plause)—and there was no power on earth 
that would prevent the rank and file from 
helping Fianna Fail to take control of the 
country. (Applause.) 

As to their attitude to the North-HKast of 
Ireland, he pointed out that they. were in no 
way responsible for partition. hat was one 
of the things the Free State did, to which 
they certainly in no circumstances would 
stand committed. The Fianna Fail was in- 
tended to be an all-Ireland organisation, and 
their object was to secure complete independ- 
ence for all Ireland.’ (Applatise.) 

MORAL TONE. 

Another great work that they could do was 
to raise the moral tone of the nation, which 
was badlneeded at the present time, and set 
a high standard in public life. He hoped 
that organisation would remove from politics 
the dirty stain attaching to it in this and 
other countries. Politics» ought to be some- 
thing not associated with grait, meanness and 
lying. If public men of the nation were con- 
stantly lying, and if the Press of the country 
was of the same kind, then they wanted to 
have proper standards, so that the nation 
would occupy the place that it. ought to 
occupy. He hoped the Irish people would 
provide public men, and a ‘newspaper—and 
that very soon—upplause)—that would he 
worthy of Ireland. 

Referring td an article that appeared in 
that morning s /ndependent, Mr. de Valera 
said that the statement in it that he and the 
members of his party were not prepared to 
enter the National Assembly except on 
their own conditions was untrue. They 
were prepared to enter the Assembly if there 


were no conditions; but what they were not. 


prepared to do was to enter it under Lioyd 
George conditions. (Cheers.) He hoped that 
the Irish people were sufficiently keen 
intellect to see the difference. 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera. said that the 
Treaty had no more real or solid basis o! 
right in it than had the Act of Union, and 
it was imposed be 
did not give freedom to Ireland, as had been 
elaimed for it. 

PEOPLE SUPREME. 

He was prepared to go very much further 
than the people supporting the Free State. 
He would accept the mastership of the Irish 
people, but if he obeyed those who were 
slaves to a foreign Power, then he was not 
free. The day the lrish people were the 
real masters, the day when no foreign Power 
had anything to say to them, and the day 
when they couM make their own Constitution, 
everything that he wished for as regards 
Jreland’s political freedom would be accom- 
plished. : 

The test of freedom was—Did: they want 
partition, a foreign king——(a Delegate—Nor 
to dine with him in knee-breeches—laughter) 
—their ports occupied by English mainten- 
ance parties, or their country occupied for 
foreign wars by England? 

He was perfectly convinced that the Oath 
would go. Uf. they organised themselves pro- 
perly it would go at the next election. (Ap- 
plause.) He was certain that that Oath 
would not stand against a massed charge by 
the Irish people, (Applause.) . As long as 
the volunteers kept away from drink they 
were almost invineible Unfertunately, the 
failure began when drink began to come into 
their ranks. and he would ask them to do 
everything in their power to kill drink in the 
country.. (Appfause.) He also recommended 
the use of home manufacture and .the support 
of the Irish language. ae 

CANDIDATES AT ELECTIONS.

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EDUCATIONAL ILLS 
OF FREE STATE. 


INTERMEDIATE SYSTEM 
be CRITICISED.

That the Universities cared little about 
the Intermediate, and at best gave it a 
non-committal recognition, while. the 
“general public, especially the employing 
public, cared still’ less, was the view set 
} forth by the Rev. R. Taylor, M.A., Presi- 
dent of the College, in the course of an 
address delivered. last night at the third 
annual dinner of the members of the 
Terenure College Union, which was held 
at the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin. 

Mr. G. P. Sheridan, A.R.1.B.A., pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance: 

.. LAGK OF UNITY. OF PLAN. 

“Success to the College, was ay "ama by 
Mr. Sean OhUadhaigh, and the Rev. R. 
Taylor, responding, said that the great defect 
which existed with regard to education in this 
country was the almost complete lack of 
unity of plan where its three main divisions 
—primary, secondary and university—were 
concerned. Primary education—at least in its 
secular aspect—was in fact a State affair, 
primary teachers were for all intents and 
purposes civil: servants, appointed, paid and 
pensioned’ by the State. Programmes, ex- 
aminations, and ‘so forth, were all regulated 
by the Minister of Education and his sub- 
ordinates. Secondary education, on the other 
hand, was still radically & private concern. 
In recent times, no doubt, there had arisen 
State interference and supervision with re- 
regard to secondary schools, not only where 
outlines of teaching, courses of study and 
examinations were concerned, but also. with 
reference to comparatively petty details of 
school work. 

SECONDARY EDUCATION. 

Yet, this activity of the State remained 
entirely subject to the consent oí the private 
owners of the schools; at any time any 
secondary school in the country or the whole 
of the schools en masse could effectually 
renounce Hume street with all its works and 
pomps. In fact, on more than one occasion, 
considerable sections of the schools had 
threatened to: do so. This méant that in re- 
gard to secondary education the State had 
merely a consulting vote. Lastly, he said, 
the two Universities were fully autonomous 
bodies, State-endowed, but not State con- 
trolled. Under the circumstances it could 
not be a matter of surprise that between the 
three stages of education there was. little 
co-relation. The primary schools cared little 
about the secondary schools, and these latter, 
at least in so far as they concentrated on 
the Intermediate regulations, bothered little 
about the Universities. 

THE INTERMEDIATE. 


A pupil, f instance, who passed 


) 


ior the 
leaving certificate in Latin could easily fail 
in matriculation in that subject, while a 
candidate able-to pass matriculation in 
mathematics could. still more easily fail in the 
Intermediate certificate in that same group 
of subjects. The remedy for this state of 
affairs was quite obvious, but while in theory 
it appeared simple, in practice it would be 
difficult of execution. In the midst of a 
plethora of controversies, more or less futile, 
it were perhaps well to be careful not to start 
one more hare. This much, however, the 
speaker thought he could say with security: 
That if the Intermediate were to drop out 
of existence to-morrow the country would not 
be much affected by the “ catastrophe,’ nor 
would the state of secondary education be 
much changed except perhaps for the better. 
‘SCRAP OF PAPER.” 

In point of fact, as he had already noted, 
the Universities cared little about the Inter- 
mediate, and at best gave it a non-committal 
recognition, while the general public (espe- 
cially the employing public), cared still less. 
It might be doubted if the possession of an 
Intermediate or Leavng Certificate would be 
much of a practical asset to a boy within the 
26 counties, while it seemed certain that in 
the. big outer world these documents would 
be mere scraps of paper. Necessity, which 
is the mother of invention, would one day 
find a remedy for these ills; but in the 
meantime educitional ‘experiments would 
continue to be made the corpus vile 
growing generations.

BIG FACTORY FIRE.

100 WORKERS THROWN IDLE 
AT. BANBRIDGE. 

Over one hundred workers have been 
thrown idle as the result of a fire, which 
occurred at the factory of the Banbridge 
Weaving Company yesterday morning. A 
large part of the building and machinery 
was saved, but six bays. of the weaving shed, 
about sixty looms and cloth, the engineroom 
and contents, and the extensive office build- 
ings were totally destroyed. 

A call was made to the Belfast Brigade 
for assistance, but it appears that it was 
unable to respond, as Banbridge is outside 
its’ limit. he Newry Brigade was then 
communicated with, and arrived in the town 
within the short space of twenty minutes. 
By then, however, the engineroom ‘and 
weaving department had become involved. in 
the fire, and it was fortunate that there 
was a plentiful supply of water at hand. 


COFFINS DESTROYED IN. FIRE. 


‘A fire which broke out “on Wednesday at 
the rear of the business premises of Mr. 
Vincent Cullen, Connolly street, Cavan, re- 
sulted im the total destruction of a range of 
sheds, in which were stored wool, coal and 
coffins. Live stock were rescued only in 
time. It is estimated that Mri Cullen’s loss 
amounts to hundreds of pounds. 


HOTEL RESIDENTS ALARMED. 


Shortly before two o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing a Derry rolice patrol observed a fire in 
the premises of Messrs. Roache, on the 

round floor of the buildings occupied by the 
Greironcis Hotel. The Fire Brigade turned 
oui promptly, and found the application of a 
chemical extinguisher and a jet from the main 
sufficient to extinguish the outbreak. By this 
time, however, several of the rooms in the 
hotel had become partially filled with smoke, 
and the occupants were obliged to retire 
temporarily.

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‘CLEAN’ MILK 
CAMPAIGN. 


LICENSING OF VENDORS|

Mr, Wilfred “Buckley, of the British | 


Clean Milk Society, who was the principal 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of the 
Irish Clean Milk Society at the Royal 
College of Physicians in Dublin last night, 
stated that Dr. Park, of New York, had 
told him that before an improvement was 
brought about in the milk supplies in 
that city the number of deaths of children 
under one year was 400 a year when 
tubercular milk was drunk and 6,000 
per annum through dirty milk. There 
appeared, therefore, to be a greater danger 
in drinking dirty, milk. , 

Mr. Buckléy advocated the licensing of 
milk sellers and classification by the 
Government of milk according to its 
hygienic quality.

FOOD VALUE OF MILK. 

Mr. Buckley, whose lecture. was illuatrated 
by a number of lantern slides showing how 
milk is contaminated by dirt and bacteria. 
methods of clean milking and bottling, and 
the necessity to allow the access of light and 
sunshine to cows, commented on the size of 
the audience. When they started their cam- 
paign for clean milk in England maty years 
ago it would have been impossible to get 
such an audience, whith augured well for 
the Free State, 

No subject had been more neglected than 
that of clean milk, upon which the beginnings 
of the lives of their children depended so 
much. Fifteen years ago his daughter had 
contracted tubercular glands through tuber- 
cular milk. 

Dealing with the food value of milk, Mr. 
Buckley said that it was a perfect food. 
which provided everything necessary for 
tissue and growth. Milk at a shilling a 
quart, as it was during the war, was based 
on its caloric value. Two or three yearsago the 
Medical Research Committee in Engiand had 
investigated the food value of milk, with re 
markable results. Groups of 50 hoys were 
taken and fed on a basic diet. One group 
had a certain amount of watercress as well, 
and different foods were added to the basic 
diet of the other groups. At the end of a 
year the basic diet boys. had increased in 
height on the average 1.84 inches, and in 
weight 5.85lbs., while the boys to whom a 
pint of milk was given daily increased in 
height by 2.63 inches and in weight 6.98lbs. 
That experiment demonstrated the food value 
of milk, It was the best and cheapest food, 
and one thev could not do without. 

BACTERIA IN MILK, 

Bacteria in milk came in sgbsequent to its 
being drawn from a healthy\animal, and a 
great responsibility rested with them of how 
they were going to get the State to deal with 
the question of getting it in an uncontami- 
nated condition to the consumer. That c@ld 
be done by the education and formation of 
public opinion. A single bacteria would 


ygickly form a colony of bacteria, and they 
sfbuld. therefore, get the milk to the 
consumer young and as cool 
ns possible. The production of clean 
milk depended almost entirely on methods of 
production, and if the people were determined 
to have a clean milk supply, they would get 
it. If communities would not take the trouble 
to get satisfactory milk supplies, they de- 
served exactly what they cot. 

Apart from the fact that they must have 
healthy cows, other factors were necessary 
to ensure a clean milk supply. Utensils 
had to be sterilised by steam, a 
reasonable form of bucket was necessary—one 
with a small opening in the top was most 
suitable They must have light and ventila- 
tion in their buildings, as the vitamines de- 
pended upon the sunshine that fell upon the 
cow herself. Milk from cows kept in. sheds 
was of less value as food 
‘from cows that got out into the sunshine. 
Again, it was not possible to produce milk 
without a bacteria content without using a 
\nooded bucket which could be used without 
dificulty. Milking with dry hands was also 
n.cessary. People in England,.at any rate, 
put too much faith in the strainer. Bacteria 
could not be removed from milk by a strainer. 
By the method of bottling milk that he 
advocated, it was possible to have the milk 
in the bottle within two minutes after it had 
been taken from the cow. 

TWO ESSENTIALS. 

Mr. Buckley mentioned that he had been 
Controller of Milk Supplies in Great Britain 
during the war, and he had come to Ireland 
to try to influence public opinion so that 
they might avoid the errors they had made 
in their campaign in England. They could 
accomplish much by educating public opinion 
to demand clean milk. There were two 
essential things which. were being done in 
Canada and the United States, and, in a half. 
hearted way, in London, and they ought te 
do these things in the Free State. They must 
licence the people selling milk, and, ask the 
Government to classify milk according to its 
hygienic ‘quality. 

THE COUNTESS OF DESART. 

Senator the Countess of Desart, in propos- 
ing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that 
it took something more than the law to pro- 
duce clean milk. It seemed to her that it 
was especia'ly the dutv of women to see that 
more was forthcoming. Scientists had. ém- 
phasised the point. that good milk was 
essential for rearing an Al nation. There 
was no substitute for it during infancy, and 
it was useful all through life. Until public 
opinion was aroused they would get no clean 
milk. They should insist that the purveyor 
of dirty milk should be treated as a criminal 
guilty of mansiaughter or murder. It was the 
uninstructed majority that they had to con- 
vert When they made it an offence that 
would bring condign pumshment for a child 
to have dirty hands they would require ne 


as 


She believed strongly in educating the school 
children through the schoolmaster and 
mistress in that wav thev wonld be 
taught habits of cleanliness. What was the 
use of making laws against the farmer sell- 
ing dirty milk when the farmer did not know 
what dirty milk was? 

If they saw the conditions under which 
farmers carried out their work they would not 
be surprised at his difficulty in producing 
pure milk.- Only one farm in twenty nad 
water laid on, and there was, therefore, some 
difficulty in securing the use of water. If 
they bring up the rising generation‘ to appre: 
ciate the vital necessity of cleanliness, they 
could bring pressure from one side of the 
community. and then an effective demand 
could be made. Young mothers were anxious 
to do the best that they could, and it should 
also be possible to educate the school children. 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS IN DUBLIN. 

Professor Joseph Bigger, in seconding the 
motion, thanked Mr. Buckley for his very 
practical lecture. Their Chairman, Mr. Rowan, 
was largely responsible for the Dublin Rotary 
Club looking after crippled children. They 
did not want healthy children. to be turned 
into cripples for that Club to look after. A 
misconception had arisen as to their objects. 
It.was not intended to replace breast feeding 
by ‘cows’ milk» It was only after the baby 
was weaned that they wanted to see that it 
got clean cow's milk., As to the present 
position, he went on to say that: 500 deaths 
every year in the Free State were due to milk 
given to children being contaminated. Within 
the City of Dublin during the past few years 
a considerable improvement had been made. 
The cows were more he lthy and the dair'es - 


were more cleanly than they used to be. For 
that. improvement they had to thank their 
Medical Officer of Health and the Veterinary 
Department, but the milk was not yet abso- 
he Safe. . Nothing was done to prevent 
he introduction of harmful bacteria. - 
Under the Dairy Produce Act. milk re- 
quired for making into butter for the English 
market was protected.

Second Thoughts. 


Having taken its share in framing a 
new charter for the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, Saorstat Eirenn is now 
turning to the task—humbler it may be, 
but not the less urgent—of making altera- 
tions and improvements in its own con- 
stitutional structure. As a result of the 
recommendations of a Committee appointed 
by the Executive Council to investigate 
the. practical working of the Constitution, 
the Oireachtas will be asked to pass im- 
portant legislation during the present 
session. This is devised to ensure the un- 
opposed return of the Speaker of the Dail, 
to abolish the provision by which the 


public holiday, and to empower the Presi- 
dent to nominate twelve, instead-of seven, 
members of the Executive Council, thus, 
for all practical purposes, making an end 
of the anomaly of Extern Ministers. It 
is understood that other changes have been 
recommended, including a new system of 
choosing the Senate; but further legisla- 
tion will be deferred until the appeal 
to the constituencies has been made. 
Hitherto Ireland has not experienced 
the peculiarities of a written con- 
stitution, and it is doubtful if either 
the people or their rulers have realised 
the nature of the obstacles that its 
rigidity is bound to create in practice. 
The Constitution was drafted under con- 
ditions in which it was almost inevitable 
that more attention should be paid to 
showy window-dressing than to the con- 
struction of a perfect machine. When we 
take all the circumstances into account, 
its authors cannot be blamed too harshly 
for their desire to make play with the 
latest inventions, such as the referendum 
and the initiative. 

The Free State Constitution is almost 
as much a political proclamation as a 
legal document. We c 
suspicion that its fram€rs had at the back 
of their minds that stereotyped national 
programme which all Irish parties draft 
with such enthusiasm in the first flush of 
their ardour and promptly relegate to the 
background when they open their cam- 
paigns in earnest. Unfortunately, a 
written constitution cannot be dropped in 
this fashion. If the opponents of the 
Treaty had chosen to fight inside the 
Oireachtas, they would have found in the 
Constitution an ideal weapon, and iis 
amendment, instead of being mainly an 
academic question, would have been the 
most urgent of political issues. With 
their present strength, the Republicans 
would have been able, under Article 47, 
to delay for ninety days all legislative 
measures after these had passed both 
Houses, It may be right to fix by 
law the number of Cabinet Ministers, 
though we doubt the benefit to the 
State; but assuredly it is fatuous to 
insert a. provision of the kind in a cen- 
stitution which ‘cannot be altered’ save at 
the cost of such exertions gs no Govern- 
ment could afford unless some vital prin- 
ciple were at stake. The whole scheme of

Clean Milk. 


In the old days, when cattle were the 
national currency, and a poet, instead of | 
twenty coins, received twenty milch cows 
as payment for a poem, a stalwart race 
could thrive on flowing milk, fresh from 
the dairy.

lessness in the people. To prevent dirt 
is a process more profitable than to erase 
it. Cleanly principles and cleanly habits 
must be fostered the people who 
produce, distribute and consume the 
beverage; and the Countess of Desart 
truly said yesterday that the work must 
be done in the schools. Here is a phase 
of rural science that ought to receive 
particularly careful attention in the new 
educational programme. To teach children 
how the germs of disease and death feed 
and multiply upon the substances which 
are the vital elements of our food, and 
how cleanliness in home, farm and dairy 
can check this terrible process, may not 
yield immediate returns in the household 
budget ; but it will help to lay the founda- 
tion of a wholesome and a scientific agri- 
cultare.

A German Newspaper. 


The disclosure of the fact that the 
German Government has acquired a con- 
trolling interest in the important news- 
paper, the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
is exciting political circles in Berlin. The 
matter will be raised in the Reichstag by 
the parties of the Left, who will try to 
prevent the use of public funds for the 
upkeep of the journal. It seems that the 
Aligemeine Zeitung was in the market, and 
that the Government’s action was inspired 
by fear that it might go to swell the ranks 
of the Opposition Press. “The Govern- 
ment plan,” says the Berlin Correspondent 
of The Times, “seems to have been to 
keep the relationship secret, and to make 
no obvious change in policy in order to 
keep the circulation, as the knowledge 
that it was an official organ would 
naturally tend to estrange many readers.” 
In mest ‘continental «« untries a well- 
controlled daily newspaper is a part of 
the official machinery of government, and 
in Italy to-day no. newspaper which does 
not speak with the voice of Signor 
Mussolini is permitted to sntyive, Where 
democracy reigns, however, as a long- 
established institution—in these islands, 
for instance, and in the United States—the 
“kept” newspaper has fallen out of favour. 
Naturally, every British newspaper gives 
a genera] support to the party, in or out 
of. power, whose policy accords with its 
own views; but every one of them, we 
think, can say truly, so far as Govyern- 
ments are concerned, that it is nullius 
addictus -jurare in verba + magistri,. A 
century ago, and for a generation after- 
wards, British Governments controlled 
newspapers in one of two ways. They 
supported them directly with money, or— 
if an influential newspaper was not to 
be enticed by cash—they purchased its 
unquestioning allegiance with a steady. 
flow of exclusive information. To-day no 
reputable newspaper would make either 
bargain with a British Government and 


} no sensible Government would desire it. 


The growth of edueation has formed a 
public opinion which judges the policies 
of Governments on their merits and is 
quick to detect the quality of a journal’s 
motives and arguments. §§ Newspapers 
may be often mistaken and wrong-headed, 
but the public expects at least that they 
shall be always courageous, sineere and 
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“On the night of January 7th, 1765, 
the figures of three horsemen. might have 
been observed on Hampstead Heath.” 
With some such formula G, P, R. James 
always began the stories which our grand- 
fathers, as small boys, devoured. After 
James came Harrison Ainsworth, and, 
although both are neglected now, to-day’s 
writers of adventurous fiction are their 
true descendants in one essential respect— 
they are faithful-to the spell of the open 
road and. the wayside inn. Indeed, 
as the Roman road runs through 
history, so the open road runs through 
fiction from the days when the two 
vagabonds .of  Petronius set forth to 
seek their scandalous fortunes, and 
Lucius fell upon sad mishap in. be- 
witched Thessaly. Roads and inns furnish 
the principal charg of “ Tom Jones’’ ; in 
a different way, of “The Pickwick 
Papers,” and, again in a different way, 
of at least one of Mr. H. &. Wells's 
earlier novels. They have changed, how- 
ever, in these days. of motor cars, and, 
from the novelists’ point of view, for 
‘the worse. The roads have become smooth, 
populous and unexciting—save for motor 
accidents. The inns, decorous and secure, 
offer no adventure except a quarrel about 
the bill. It is a pleasant thing, therefore, 
to be reminded—as our reviewer of ‘‘ The 
Spiritual. Quixote”’. reminds us to-day— 
of the glamours of inn and road in 
eighteenth century England. In those 
times the humblest roofs often must have 
sheltered the most illustrious heads. 
“The, Spiritual Quixote’’ recounts an 
inscription which Jonathan Swift, driven 
there by bad weather, wrote on the 
parlour window of an inn near Menden— 
“an unknown guest, yet to his country 


can, and served out in bottles and jugs. (as it now is) better known than he could 


wish.” Many such inscriptions must have 
perished in the decay of the ancient inns. 
Samuel Johnson, who was a lover of the 
road, may have practised his lapidary 
Latin on a score of vanished window- 
panes.

MR. J. H. CRAIG*S EXHIBITION. 

There is much to delight the eye in the 
exhibition of paintings which Mr. J. Humbert 
aip A.R.H.A., is showing at Mills’ Hall, 
Dublin, The collection contains 63 paintings, 
mostly landscape, studies of Donegal and 
Antrim, together with bits of mountain, sea 
and bog in the West and South. Most of 
the paintings are on wood. 

At a first glance one is impressed by the 
natural beauty of the work. Mr. Craig is 
a very close student of nature, and he 
interprets his varying moods with rare 
sympathy. Thus it is that his paintings are 
saved from any ap to stereotype. 
With a clever brush he can catch the most 
subtle atmospheric .effects. Take, for in- 
stance, two studies. of ““The Sand Dune, 
Dunfanaghy ” (18 and 54). What a contrast 
he has presented in his treatment of the 
cloud effects! He has also a rare power of 
introducing great depth into: his pictures, 
as in the rugged coast scene of “The 
Antrim Coast” (37) and in “The Morning 
Dip” (41). The mysterious lighting of the 
distant veiled borizon is very effectively 
achieved. - 

There is the feeling of a poet in the paint- 

ing. *““Morning After Rain, 
(lá)—a fascinating study, with the figure of 
a shepherd and sheep—looking out over a 
wide expense from which: soft grey-clouds are 
rising. ‘The treatment is excellent. Nature 
in a threatening mood is seen in the striking 
painting, “‘A Coming Storm” (12). Here 
the artist has caught the angry advance 
guards in a most realistic way. 

The most discussed picture of the exhibition 
is “The Cardinal Strand,” a little inlet of 
sea, with rocks and a couple of bathers in 
the foreground, and. a rocky background 
rising from the water.°- The great beauty of

In Leicester a schoolgirl named Barrow 
was run over by a motor car and killed. 

The Isle of Wight was without mails 
and newspapers until yesterday afternoon 
owing to the fog in the Solent. 

A motor cyclist, Archibald Barnes, aged

and was killed. 

In London the fog and lowering of the 
temperature were responsible for a greatly 
increased consumption of gas. 

Owing to the fog in the Channel nearly 
one thousand passengers bound for Tilbury 
were obliged to spend last night in 
London. 

The London County Council maintained 
a full service of trams, although there 
was a good deal of delay. There was a 
normal service of ‘buses. 

A Sheffield Corporation lorry collided 
with another lorry, and flying fragments 
of glass struck a 'bus conductor, who was 
taken to an infirmary. ' 

A Bristol omnibus, in turning to avoid 
another vehicle at Nailsea, was over- 
turned in a citch ; but the sole passenger, 
the driver, and the conductor escaped 
injury. 

Three lorries and a private car collided 
near Newbury, the road being blocked for 
over an hour. A lorry at Sonning was 
driven into a ditch, but the driver escaped 
with a shaking. : 

Found drowned in a canal at Limpley 
Stoke, near Bath, Mr. John Joseph Giles, 
aged 39, a hairdresser, of Bath, is believed 
to have fallen into the water during the 
fog. 

The London and North-Eastern Rail- 
way arranged for “fog services.” About 
60 per cent. of their normal trafic was 
run, and long-distance trains arrived in 
London only about an hour late. 

A single man, named George Leslie 
Hucklesby, of East Common, Redbourn, 
was run over and killed in the fog at 
Harpenden while leading his horse and 
cart, with which a lorry collided. 

A baker’s van and a petrol lorry 
crashed together on the Nuneaton- 
Coventry road.

A Royal-Automobile Club official, Mr. 
A: C. Elliott, driving a car near Theale, 
collided with a motor cycle ridden by 
Mr. George Stanbrook, of Bradfield. Both 
were removed to the Berkshire Hospital, 
and Mr. Stanbrook is in a critical con- 
dition with a broken skull. 

In Cambridgeshire. a Royal Mail van 
from Ely to Newmarket collided with a 
motor cycle, ridden by Reginald Fuller, 
who was removed to the County Hospital 
in a critical condition. The mail. van was 
damaged, and the mails had to be con- 
veyed by a relief vehicle. 

The body of Mr. John Vessey. Hoyland, 
manager of a Sheffield piano firm, was 
found.on the railway near Dronfield 
Station. It is believed that he fell from 
a train at a level crossing in the fog and 
was struck by anoibar train. 

During the fog William Tarbox, aged 
20, a mental patient, escaped from the 
epileptic colony at Chalfont St. Peter, 
and made his way to London, although a 
large number of attendants and police 
went in search of him. He was discovered 
wandering in the Chalk Farm district of 
London. 

A four-fold smash occurred in London 
road, Mitcham. A London County Council 
tramcar, two priyate motor cars, and a 
lorry were involved. The two motor cars 
had collided, when the lorry pulled up 
dead. The driver of a following tram, 
however, crashed into the lorry, which 
was driven into the cars.

The Yorkshire 
Miners’ Association also has agreed to a 
seven and a half-hour_shift.

A PESSIMISTIC VIEW. 

The National Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation met last night in London to 
prepare for to-day’s meeting of the 
National Delegate Conference. It is 
understood, however, that the Executive 
was not in a position to make any definite 
suggestions for the guidance of the dele- 
gates, The district discussions are still in 
progress, and, in the circumstances, it is 
expected that the Conference will be 
further adjourned. It is possible, how- 
ever, that individual settlements may be 
sanctioned. 

After a sitting that lasted neary two 
hours the Miners’ Executive adjourned 
without issuing a statement. 

One of the miners’ leaders last night 
spoke with concern of the position in the 
districts. He said that to-day’s Delegate 
Conference would have a very difficult 
situation. to. deal with, because, in the 
opinion of the leaders, the employers, 
having got the men on the run, were not 
disposed to negotiate, but were simply dic- 
tating terms. The employers in the Kent, 
Leicester, Somerset and Bristol areas had 
declined to meet the men, but in North 
Wales they had offered to meet them next 
Wednesday. He added: “ It is stated 
that the terms offered by the owners in 
all districts are such that the leaders of 
the Miners’ Federation doubt if any settle- 
ments will be made. There is a policy 
being discussed by a section of the Federa- 
tion of sending the men back to the pits 
on individual contracts in order to retain 
freedom of action.’’ 

The only Federation official present at 
last night’s meeting was Mr. Cook; the 
others, with some members of the Execu- 
tive, were detained in the districts.

DISTRICT NEGOTIATIONS, 


The district negotiations continue to make 
satisiactory progress.

PRIMATE’S ADVICE 
TO ADVOCATES: 
DANGER OF RUSHING 
REFORMS,

The statement by Captain Herbert 
Dixon, Chief Whip to the Conservative 
Party in the Northern Parliament, that. 
if local option were made an issue at the 
next general election, Sir James Craig 
would resign from the leadership oí the 
party, has caused considerable excitement 
in political circles in the six counties. 

Yesterday the Primate (the Most Rev. 
Dr. D'Arcy) issued the following state- 
ment :—‘ As one who has always taken 
the keenest interest in the progress of 
temperance, I wish to offer a few remarks 
on the Government and the temperance 
question. All temperance people. should 
remember with the warmest gratitude the 
splendid services which Sir James Craig 
and his Government have rendered to the 
‘cause of temperance. The reforms, which 
were carried through in the face of strong 
opposition, have placed Ulster in the fore- 
front as regards such legislation in this 
part of the world, and now the man who 
has conderred so great a benefit on the 
province and people has told us quite 
clearly and plainly that in the existing 
conditions no further legislation of this 
kind can be undertaken in the near 
future. 


| IRRESISTIBLE. 

“I find the present facts irresistible 
It is quite clear to me that there is 
nothing which would do so much to create 
discord and to weaken the position of 
Ulster as an embittered controversy on 
this question. The proposal of local 
option has been before the public for a 
long time. In theory it seems very reason- 
able and democratic. But very diverse 
opinions are expressed as to its success 
as a practical measure, and, in my 
opinion, experience of its working in 


T Scotland and elsewhere né@ds careful con- 


sideration. It should not be rushed, for 
there is a possibility that it might work 
out very differently from the way expected 
by its advocates. 

“As to prohibition, I do not see how 
it could be carried out or enforced under 
the present conditions. If the great 
United States of America find it impos- 
sible to prevent illicit trade, how are we, 
with our long, irregular boundary, to 
stop it? i 

“I would plead most earnestly for a 
quiet and reasonable study of the possi- 
bilities and the conditions of the present 
time, and for less impassioned oratory. 
The duty of temperance organisations at 
present is to devote themselves to the 
moral suasion of individuals and to the 
education of the young.” 


REPLY TO GAPTAIN DIXON. 

The Rev. T. M. Johnstone, Belfast, 
convener of the Joint Committee on 
Temperance, said in an interview 
yesterday :— 

“The Temperance Party have never 
opposed Sir James Craig, and have no de- 
sire todo so. Their g?atitude towards Sir 
James Craig for the Licensing Act of 1923 
is both sincere and heartfelt. 

“ In working for local option. we believe 
that we are acting in the best interests of 
Sir James Craig and his Government, in- 
asmuch as the adoption of this measure 
would mean that the temperance question 
would forthwith be taken out of the arena 
of party politics and transferred to the 
people of each district. 

“There is nothing disloyal in the ad- 
vocacy of local option, as it has been de- 
clared by Lord Carson to be ‘ the only fair 
way’ to settle this question.”’

The Right Hon. Hugh O'Neill, M.P., 
| Writes, in a letter to The Times “— The 
statement, issued by the Home Secretary 
yesterday on the constitutional position 
of Ireland in connection with His Majesty 
the King’s proposed new title will, no 
doubt, serve to allay the apprehensions 
of those—if there were any such—who 
imagined that the change of title could 
affect political status, But it does not 
meet the sentimental aspect of the matter. 
What has aroused concern in Ulster is 
that the new title seems to suggest that 
Northern Ireland has ceased to form part 
of the United Kingdom, In terms it may 
be solely geographical, but the old one 
certainly was not, because it referred to 
“the United Kingdom ”—a purely poli- 
tical unit. There does not seem any 
adequate reason for departing from this 
principle. Although there is admittedly 
no longer a United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, one had thought 
there was still a United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and 
there is certainly an entity known as 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and 
so described in numerous official docu- 
ments. It is the. political entity repre- 
sented in the Parliament at Westminster. 
The creation of the Irish Free State 
clearly made an alteration in the King’s 
title both necessary and desirable, but 
there is no reason why it should be in- 
accurate. If, as I certainly think, it 
would have been absurd to include the 
Free State among the Dominions “‘ beyond 
the seas,” and it, therefore, became neces- 
sary to mention it separately, then it 
should have been called by its legal name. 
The correct title would thus be— 
wg y the Grace of God, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, of the Irish Free State, and of 
the British Dominions beyond the. seas, 


King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of 
India.”’ 


The misconception which exists as to the 
political status of Northern Ireland is 
amazing. For instance, I read in a morn- 
ing paper yesterday that “ the fact is 
‘that the position of Northern Ireland is 
without parallel in the Empire. It is 
sovereign in some matters, and in some 
rights are’ reserved to the British 
Government. It has its own Parliament, 
and also has members at Westminster.” 
Now if there is any one special feature in 
the Constitutions of ‘the British Empire 
which stands out from the rest, it is the 
federal system under which a State or 
Province has itsown Parliament for local 
affairs, and also sends members to another 
Parliament in respect of wider matters of 
common interest. The establishment of 
the State of Northern Ireland merely ex- 
ended to a portion of the British Islands 
this very familiar British practice.

DIFFICULT POINTS IN BRITISH 
BILL. 


In a leading article upon the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) Bill, that passed 
throngh the House of Commons late on 
Wednesday night, 7Ae Times remarks :— 

For the purpose of a brief analysis of the 
Bill, it will be useful to consider it from two 
aspecte—that relating to manufactured articles 
and that dealing with produce. Probably it 
will prove very much less difficult to provide 
for the marking of primary products than to 
arrange for correct indications of origin of 
composite manufactured goods. 

The first clause is one to which little ex- 
ception can be taken, since its object is the 
suppression of palpable dishonesty. It deals 
with imported goods to which the name or 
trade mark of a British manufacturer or 
trader has been applied, and prohibits their 
sale unless accompanied by an indication of 
origin. : 

Coverings, labels, reels, etc., in. which 

oods manufactured or produced in the 
United Kingdom are to be sold, are excluded 
from the operation of the section, which is 
not to come into force until six months after 
the passing of the Act. In peepee of “other 
imports, in connection with which no sug- 
question of origin is made, the procedure 1s 
by Statutory Committee. i 

It is obvious that many difficult points will 
arise, and it is anticipated that there will be 
eases in which insistence on such markings 
would be detrimental to British interests, 
but the safeguard in the bill is that no order 
will be made until the facts have been in- 
vestigated by a committee; that no action 
will follow unless the Board of Trade is 
satisfied with the recommendation of the 
Committee, and no order will become effec- 
tive until both Houses of Parliament have 
bad an opportunity of considering it.

There had been a creat improvement 
during the past two or three years, In 
spite of incidents that had occurred they 
could say that the reign of law had been 
established in the country, and that 
broadly speaking, there was securijy “for 
everybody. (Applause.) Justice was fairly 
and impartially administered, and, in 
addition to that, a great deal of progress 
had been made. Many of the schemes that 
had been started had not reached fruition, 
but one could see that there was creat 
promise for the future. eee 

There had been a new ‘stirring of con- 
fidence among the people.' One knew that 
there had been a reluctance to undertake 
new enterprises, and that there had been | 
@ lack of faith on the part of a great 
many people in the country; but that 
attitude of mind was disappearing, and, 
instead of the somewhat barren political 
patriotism that was so common in the 
past, a new and more constructive type of 
patriotism was coming into being. Men 
were not now asked to die for the country, 
but to live in and work for it. 

“I think,” added the Minister, “that, 
in addition to a feeling of confidence, there 
is a new spirit of toleration and co- 
operation arising in the country. It is 
not a good thing—and I think that that 
is being learned in the country—to feel 
that the man who differs from you is an 
enemy or is acting in bad faith in any 
way. Honest reasons should not lead to 
hate or enmity. (Applause.) Instead of 
treating people who differ from you as 
enemies, you should try to persuade them 
to your view.” 


CONSIDERATION FOR OTHERS. 
Mr. Blythe’s speech was made in re 
sponse to the toast, “His Excellency the 
Governor-General and Prosperity to the 
Irish Free State,” which was proposed by 
Mr. J. Mackie, President of the Institute 
in Ireland. Mr. Mackie said that they 
owed a deep debt of gratitude to the man 
who, in a moment of danger and difficnliy 
accepted the high post of Movyernor- 
General, and whose cool cuyage, ready 
resource and wealth of wisdom must have 
proved a tower of strength to the Govern 
ment in the early days of the Free State. 
“The fearless and brilliant contrp-

He would like 
that in this State the laws of God, as 
they were understood b$ a Christian com- 
munity, should always be put first, and 
that they should still be preferred even 
when they conflicted with attempts to give 
effect to man-made theories as regards the 
precise form of Government which the 
country should have, or the exact shade of 
independence which it should enjoy, or the 
best methods of preserving the soul and 
developing the genius of its people. 
“What we want first and foremost,” 
said the chairman, “are the qualities of 
love, even for our neighbours in Great 
Britain; truth, honour, forbearance, and 
consideration for the lives, views, feelings 
and property of others, which make life 
worth living in a Christian community.

THE PENSION PROBLEM. 


At a representative meeting of the Irish 
Free State secondary teachers, Mr. Rutt- 
ledge, ex-President of the Secondary 
Teachers’ Association, discussed the teachers’ 
grievances.

EXPLOSION AT STARCH

TWO DEAD: FORTY INJURED. 
LILLE, Thursday. 

The workmen engaged at the starch works 
at Haubourdin had just begun their work 
yesterday morning A a terrific explosion 
occurred, which was heard several miles away. 
Windows in the neighbourhood were shaken 
and doors were blown open. While the 
workmen were rushing to the centre of the 
factory a furious fire broke out and spread 
rapidly.

PARIS, Thursday. 

Some time ago a French Inspector of 
Forests named Paul Beppe was sentenced to 
ten years’ hard labour and sent to the penal 
settlement of Cayenne, in French Guiana, for 
the attempted murder of his wife. A year 
later, owing to facts that had become known 
in the meantime, he was pardoned. On the 
prison authorities being notified of this, they 
replied that Beppe had been accidentally 
drowned. 

It is now, however, alleged that he met his 
death in the following circumstances :—On 
his arrival at the South American penal 
establishment the authorities thought that 
they might as well make use of his technical 
knowledge, and appointed him Conservator of 
Forests. He was given a nice little cottage, 
where he lived in freedom and had a namber 
of freed convicts under him. When, how- 
ever, the latter accidentally discovered that 
he was only a convict like themselves they 
decided to get rid of him, and his body was 
found in a river with the skull battered in.

LAGAN NAVIGATION.

HOUSE OF LORDS JUDGMENT. 

The House of Lords’ yesterday allowed the 
appeal of the Lagan Navigation Company 
from an order of the Court of Appeal in 
Northern Ireland, which reversed a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Wilson in favour of th appel- 
lants in ‘their action for an iniunction to 
restrain the Lambeg Bleaching, Dyeing and 
Finishing Company, Ltd., County Antrim, 
from entering on the plaintiffs’ undertaking 
and removing the soit, and portion of the 
embankment erected by the plaintiffs at Lock 
8, and for damages. 

The Bleaching Company justified their acts 
as being essential in the abatement of a 
nuisance caused by the appellants in raising 
embankments, a they counter-claimed for 
au injunction to festrain the appellants from 
raising the banks so as to cause certain lands 
and premises belonging to them to be flooded. 
_ Lord Atkinson, who delivered the leading 
udgment, said that there might possibly 
e a question as to whether the réspondents 
were responsible criminally for the action 
that they permitted themselves to take. It 
was, however, in his view, illegal, even if not 
criminal, amd he entirely concurred with Mr. 
Justice Wilson in all the conclusions to which 
he had come, especially all his findings of 
fact. They ‘were sound ‘and reliable. If the 
respondents had land near this lock, they 
must, he thought, hold it subject to the main 
‘purpose. of the statute of navigation. He 
failed altogether to see what expedient, other 
than the erection of these banks of clay, the 
appellants could have ed to in order to 
facilitate in time of. any flood the navigation 
of the lock im the way described. In his 
view, therefore, there was no evidence given 
in the case which, rightly considered, estub- 
lished that the -appellants were guilty. of 
negligence in the exercise of their statutory 
powers, . ._° at !

“We are only slowly struggling out of 
the results of the industrial revolution. 
and much of our present urban environ- 
ment, insanitation, and unwholesome, 
sunless home life is a continuance of the 
conditions of that revolation.’’, 

Sir George Newman, Chief Medical 
Officer of the Board of Education, makes 
this statement in his report for 1925 on 
“ The Health of the School Child,” issued 


in London last night. 

The children coming to school to-day in 
their fifth year, he states, are in the main 
the offspring of six generations of town 
dwellers. They bear in their bédies the in- 
delible mark of the race from which they 
sprung. It is not so much disease which they 
inherit, bat form of body and nature of con- 
stitution, and possibly predisposition—like 
begets like. | 

In spite of the extent and work of the 
school medical service, there is one broad 
fact which at first sight is disappointing and 
foreboding, and that is, that year by year 
there is a steady and undiminishing stream 
of defect and physical impairment of the en- 
trants coming into the schools at five years 
of age, ‘and there is also a steady burden of 
disease’ in older children, apparently never 
lessening, which requires medical or surgical 
treatment. 

Among the reasons for.this state of affairs 
he includes the biological laws of heredity 
and the influence of environment, 

Our industrial success of a century and 
more. is being paid for in some degree by 
the loss of humanity. The population has 
grown by leaps and bounds, beyond the 
utmost dreams of the early Victorians, but 
the island remains the same size, and we are 
not self-supporting. 

Referring particularly to the school medical 
service, Sir George points out that, out of 
every £100 spent by the local education 
authorities on elementary education, only 
£25 5s. 2d. goes to that service, not a high 
premium, he comments, for the health in- 
surance of the future citizen. Moreover. he 
adds, it is a premium which cannot fail to 
yield abundantly. 

In the upbringing of childhood and youth, 
declares Sir George. ‘‘ there is need of the 
health culture, self-knowledge, and spirit of 
the Greeks, as well as the discipline and sense 
of duty of the Romans, and mothers and 
school teachers should bear this in mind.''

MOTOR CYCLE RACES AND 


THE ROADS. 

Mr. J. A. O'Neill presided at a meeting 
of the Dublin County Council yesterday. 

With reference “to the holding of . motor 
cyele races at Turvey avenue, Donabate, on 
the 28th of August last. it was decided to 
write to the Chief Superintendent of the Civic 
Guard, pointing out that no permission for 
the closing of this road had been given by 
the Countv Council. It was also decided to 
ask the Civic Guard to ascertain in future 
if the persons arranging for such races had 
authoroty to do so to the inconvenience of 
ratepayers. 

Discussing a scheme for the purchase of 
labourers’ cottages, submitted by the County 
Councils’ General Council, Mr. Curran stated 
that the people living in those houses should 
be consulted. He mentioned that certain 
district councils in Dublin were increasing 
the rents of guch cottages. 

Mr. Sheils said that owing to public pro- 
tests, to the effect that shopkeepers were 
living in subsidised houses, the Celbridge Dis- 


trict Council had increased the rent of two, 


cottages, one of which was occupied by a 
pensioner of Messrs. Guinness, and the other 
by a shopkeeper. There was no proposal to 
increase rents generally, 

Mr. Belton agreed that the occupants of the 
cottages should be consulted in the matter. 


TRAMWAY ‘BUSES. 

A letter from the Ministry of Local Govern. 
ment stated that the Dablin United Tramways 
Uo., Lid., had applied for sanction to run 
"buses on the following routes -— 

(1) From the junction of Sandyford road 
and Enniskerry road, at the northern side of 
Sandyford village to the Bray road,~ via 
Sandyford road, Leopardstown road, Torquay 
road and Westminster road, Foxrock. 

(2) From Loughlinstown to the junction of 
Killiney Hill road and Military road, via 
Wyattville road 

The County Surveyor’s pointed’ out 
that on Route No. 1 the road was extremely 
narrow, and would be unsuitable for the 
passage of such vehicles as ‘buses. This 
route, he remarkéd, has a good railway gar- 
vice. Route No. 2 is in the Killiney and 
Ballybrack Urban District area. Generally 
referring to ‘bus traffic on the county roads, 
he renewed his objection to it, “as the roads 
are totally unsuitable for such heavy traffic.” 

The Committee agreed that the roads in 
question were too narrow for ‘bus traffic, and 
sanction was refused. 

The Council adopted a resolution, calling 
on the Government to inroduce legislation, 
compelling landowners to replant any lands 
on which woods or plantations have been cut 
down for the purposes of sale during the 
past twelve years,

Srr,—I enter this controversy with reluct- 
ance. I see the attempt. being made at 

resent to degrade the question of cam paler 
Irish into a mere sectarian sqvabble, and, 
though it is manifest that there are faults on 
both sides in this regard, it is equally clear 
to one who takes no interest in ~ thevlogical 
engitieering’’ that the blame lies: eh‘efly at 
the door of Protestants. It is merely an old- 
fashioned regard for the truth which compels 
me, with shame, to declare that this # true 
historically so far as executive acts can be 
held to have represented Protestant opinion 
in the-past. and it is true now, if the recent 
outbursts: of the Protestant bishops and the 
headmastets of certain secondary schools can 
be accepted as representing present Protestant 
opinion in Ireland, 

The Irish people, North and South, forget 
their own history with a strange and unfor- 
tunate facility, and for this reason it may be 
desirable to remind the Protestant bishops of 
their distinguished predecessor, Archbishop 
Whately, the moving spirit of the so-called 
National Board which forced compulsory 
English on the Irish-speaking. child. 
Apologists will ascribe the extreme measures 
employed to a benevolent desire to make the 
children bilingual, but plain men will con- 
tinue to believe that the aim was to eradicate 
Irish. Authority in Scotland was more 
honest, albeit the spirit was the same. Thus 
in 1616 an Act was passed for the establish- 
ment of parish schools. “ Among the objects 
aimed at were the extinction of Gaelic. one of 
its provisions being as follows:-—‘ That the 
vulgar Inglish Toung be universallie plantit 
and the Irishe language. which is on of the 
cheif and principal! causis of the continewance 
of barbaritie and incivilitie amongis the in- 
habitantis of the Ilis and Heylandis, may be 
abolisheit and removeit. ” (The Crofters 
Commission Report, 1902, p. xxiii.) 

The threat to withdraw the Protestant 
schools, if unsuccessful in its immediate 
object and if carried into effect, can only 
result in still further and more bitterly 
dividing the people, whom many great and 
good Irishmen have laboured to unite, | am 
not personally acquainted with any of the 
present Protestant bishops, and I cannot pre- 
sume, therefore, to attribute to them, in- 
dividually or collectively, a dishonest purpose 
when they announce that their attitude is not 
one of hostility to the extended use of Irish, 


but is confined to the compulsory element-

MH. H. VICTOR LOVE. 


There was not a vacant seat at Mr. H. 
Victor Love’s pianoforte recital last night in 
the Engineers’ Hall. Dublin. This, of itself, 
was convincing proof of the place that Mr. 
Love has won # his musical accomplishment. 
One recalled the impression that he created 
in past recitals by his finished technique and 
his powers of interpretation, and last night 
again he, by the high standard of his play- 
ing, impressed one. -Mr. Love’s breadth of 
musical vision is as highly developed as his 
technical skill. His programue included 
Bach, Beethoven, Chopin and Schumann— 
these of themselves, surely, were enough for 
one recital; but Mr. Love added to them 
Fun by Esposito, Stojowski, Debussy and 
iszt. 
One might have thought that such a 
lengthy programme would have tried the 
audience, but there were few early departures, 
so interesting did the pianist. make his work. 
The contrasting styles of the various com- 
posers, presented in almost chronological 
order, were very interesting, and Mr. Love 
showed clearly his keen sense of the varying 
atmospheres. Beethoven’s Appassionata had 
all the seductive charm that one associates 
with it. More romantic in its presentation 
was the study of Chopin's Fantasie, Op ' 
and the Valse Brillante, Op 34. The latter 
was a beautifully tinted piece of virtuosity; 
but ibly the most attractive offering was 
the fascinating Schumann ‘Carnaval scénes 
mignonnes,’’ in which the pianist seemed to 
have caught very realistically a glimpse of 
those wild figures and fancies which the com- 
had evolved from that mystical and 
Sruoding mind of his. Lisst’s Rhapsodie 
(No, 2) was also a very striking study.

NEED FOR COLLECTIVE TRADE 
MARK CAMPAIGN, 


“The rise and fall of Irish industries '” wag 
the si under ‘discussion at a meeting af 
the Pu “gi” Club of Ireland, in Clery’s 
Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. Michael 
O'Dea, ex-Senator, and a Dublin’ manufac- 
turing trader, who was the principal speaker, 
harked back to the War of the Roses in Eng- 
land, at which period—the fourteenth to the 
fifteenth century—lIrish industries had reached 
their peak int, the English having 
squandered their man-power and capital in 
war; and, coming to the present, said that 
the fiscal freed iven Bi the Treaty, if 
wisely used, would lift the country up. Agri 
culture was hard pressed to-day and required 
immediate aid, which it should receive at all 
costs. He advocated small nally-man- 
aged industries, and believed that a collec: 
tive trade-mark campaign, carried out sys- 
tematically, would be an immenge help to 
Irish industries. 

Mr F. M. Summerfield said that if manu- 
facturers took courage, and realised that ad- 
vertising was not an expense, but an economic 
plan, they would benefit greatly.
